Decision That Plan is Feasible Satisfies Leader 
in Movement Who Believes Element 
of Expense Will Not Stop 
Appropriation.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The War Department’s long- 
awaited report on the proposed deep waterway from St. Louis to 
the Gulf of Mexico was submitted to Congress today. It opposed 
the plan to dig a 14-foot channel connecting the Great Lakes with 
the sea, on the ground that.it- was too expensive. 
| The board of reviewing engineers, which worked under the 
supervision of the Secretary of War, reported that the channel 
would cost $128,000,000 for construction, and that it would cost 


$6,000,000 a year to maintain it. 
The Bixby report, as it is known. was 
sent to the office of Speaker Cannon by 
Secretary Dickinson yesterday. It bore 
the approval of the secretary and of 
the chief of engineers of the depart- 
ment.

The greater part of the work per- 
formed by the special board, whose re- 
port Is now submitted, has had to Go 
with that portion of the route between 
ti. Louis and the Gwit of Mexico. in 
rder, therefore, that the project may 
@ understood in its entirety, ‘* Is nec- 
‘sary to consider the report of the 
pecial board submitted in 1905 

In the present reports consideration is 
iven to various methods of securing a 
t-foot channel to the mouth of the Mis- 
‘issippi River, all the methods proposed 
being consideréd by both boards as prac- 
tleable from an engineering standpoint, 
except the method of improvement by 
‘means of storage reservoirs. 

Doubts Feasability of Locks, 

The chief of engineers approves the 
opinions expressed with respect io ihe 
- methods of improvement considered, 
- with the exception that a long study of 
conditions existing on the sediment- 
bearing Mississippi River leads him to 
believe that it will not be practicable to 
“obtain a minimum depth of 14 feet of 
water between St. Louis and Cairo by 
means of locks and movable dams. The 
structures might be built, but their ef- 
ficiency is problematical, and in the 
opinion of the chief of the engineers, the 
chance of favorable operation is very 
remote. 

Nor is the chief of engineers prepared 


to recommend that it is practicable from 


an engineering standpoint to maintain 
a 14-foot depth at low water in the sec- 
tion from St Louis to the mouth of the 
Ohio River by any method of open 
_ tver improvement. The special board 
 eoneludes that the most practicable 
means of obtaining and maintaining a 
navigable channel of 14 feet depth from 
St. Louis to the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi River is by the combined method 
of dredging and regulation work to open 


- . the river.

The chief of engineers is in accord with

The Loard believes that an eight- 
foct channel from Chicago to St. 
Louis, corresponding to the present 
eight-foot projegt from St. Louis to 
‘Cairo is the least that would ade- 
quately meet the demands of com- 
“Werce, and béelleves such a waterway 
would be desirable, provided its cost 
is reasonable. , 

Present and prospective demands of 
commerce between Chicago and the 
Gulf will be adequately served by a 
through channel nine feet in depth 
which may be obtained without vio- 
lent changes of existing methods of 
improvement. 


Further Reports to Be Made. 


It should be stated that the report of 
the special board is regarded as incom- 
plete to the extent that it contains no 
estimate for channe!s of eight feet depth 
and nine feet depth from Lake Michi- 
gan to the mouth of the Ohio River, and 
no such estimate is included in the re- 
port submitted in 1905. However, on 
account of urgent general demand for} 
such information as is available on the 
subject, the incomplete reports are for- 
warded at this time. 

An estimate will be promptly made of 
the cost of a nine-foot channel from 
Lake Michigan to the mouth of the 


the present projected depth of nine feet 
below the mouth of the Ohio River 
will provide a depth of nine feet from 
Chicago to the Gulf of Mexico. An es- 
timate will also be made for the cost 
of an eight-foot channel from Jake 
Michigan to the Mississippi River at 
St. Louis, which latter, in connection 
with the »xight-foot project for that for- 
tion of the Mississippi River between 
St. Louis and Cairo, will provide for a 
depth of at least eight feet from Lake 
Michigan to the mouth of the Ohic 
River. 
Question Not Settied. 

It is expected that these additional 
estimates will be ready for submission 
to Congress by the next session. The 
Chief of Engineers is not prepared to 
State definitely for consideration by 
Congress that work on either of these 
channels is desirable until after ac- 
curate estimates are made. The exist- 
ing projects for improving the Missis- 
sippi River aim to obtain depths of 
8 feet from St. Louis to Cairo and 9 
feet from Cairo to the mouth. These 
depts practically exist today. 

Dredges Doing Good Work. 

The four dredges now In service be- 
tween St. Louis have for many years 
through the entire season of navigation, 
except occasionally for a few days, suc- 
cessfully maintained a good channe! of 
at least eight feet in depth throughout 
the entire reach, the report says. The 
nine dredges in service below Cairo have 
for many years maintained a good chan. 
nel of at least nine feet under simitar 
conditions. 

After considering the advantages and 
defects of all the methods of: improve. 
ment proposed, the Board concludes that 
practicable method of obtaining ana 
maintaining a navigable channel of 14 
feet depth from St. Louis to Cairo is by 
the completion of the project of 1881 for 
partial regularization in such way as to 
gain permanent controlling depth of 
eight feet and then to rely upon dredg. 
ing for, causing and maintaining any 
further increase of depth.

KILLS HIMSELF 


Wanted to Look Part of Violin- 
ist, but Efforts Were 
Ridiculed. 








EXPLAINS IN| A NOTE 





Says People Called Him ‘Silly’ 
and Life Was Not Worth 
Living. 


Sol Goldstein, violinist in a nickel- 
odeon at Sarah street and Easton ave- 
nue, killed himself at his boarding 
house, 2208 Locust street, by drinking 
four ounces of chloroform, because his 
acquaintances derided his personal ap- 
pearance, which did not satisfy his own 
esthetic ideas. 

Though only 32 years old, Goldstein 
was partly bald and his hair was of 
na grayish tinge. He was passionatelv 
fond of his art and of his valuable vio- 
lin. Yet his intimates sometimes calle] 
him “Bill,’’ ‘“‘Willy’’ or ‘‘Silly,”’ because 
he did not look like a musician. 

To give him the conventional violin- 
ist’s appearance, Goldstein had pur- 
chased a brown wig, with beautiful 
flowing locks. This hé wore when he 
played the violin. 

In a note Goldstein left he said: 

‘‘People made fun of me on the streets 
and other places. They called me silly, 
funny, Mike and other naines that made 
me feel that life was not worth living 
for.”’ 

When Mrs. Peter Gustavison, the land- 
lady, was showing roons to prospective 
lodgers at 11 a. m. Thursday, she turned 
up the gas in the hall. Immediately a 
large white paper sheet pasted on the 
outside of one of the room doors at- 
tracted her attention. With the person 
seeking rooms she stopped and read: 

Please notify Mr. and Mrs. Gus- 
tavison of my death. I put this on 
the door so that your attention would 
be attracted at once,, for fear that 
you would not see the paper on my 
recom soon enough on account of the 
hall not being very light in the day-

The landlady opened the door 
found Goldstein dead upon

to end some time or other, so I shal! 
commit suicide by (here the tvords 
‘Inbaling gas’ were written and 
marked out). Am taking chloro- 
form. Please notify my relatives, 
1113 College avenue, East St. Louis.”’ 
The body was taken to the Morgue, 

and his relatives were notified of his 
death.

Dr. Bunch said he was certain the 
woman in the picture was the stylishly 
dressed woman who was taken to the 
hospital at midnight by Policeman 
Cummins, who found her standing on 
the street at Channing avenue and 
Olive street. 


Refused to Give Her Name. 
On that occasion Mrs. Goelet refused 


to. give her name. In her purse was 
found an empty envelope addressed 
“Mrs. Elaine G. Goelet.” Her watch 
fob bore the engtavcd initials, “E. G. 
G.” 
At noon March 5 a man who said his 
name was Osborne called at the hos- 
pital and teld the pliysicians the wom- 
an was his wife. He lived, he said, at 
1114 North Sarah street. Osborne took 
Mrs. Goelet away with him. Neither 
Osberne nor Mrs. Goelet could be found 
at the Sarah street house afterward. 

Mrs. Goelet lives now at 631 North 
Spring avenue. When a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called there Thuraday the 
landlady peinted out the door to Mrs. 
Goelet’s room. 

Mrs. Goelet declined ¢o discuss her 
case. In reply to direct ‘questious, she 
refused to say whether or not she was

‘tal. Sbe also declined to talk : 
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somewhere every evening, but refused 
to tell where. 

It was reported Wednesday night that 
the papers on file in the Goelet divorce 
case had disappeared frem Judge Mc- 
Quillin’s courtroom. When Mrs. Goelet 
was informed of this she said she knew 
nothing about the disposition of the 
papers. Attorney Young and the court 
clerk also said they did net know what 
became of the papers. 

Married Physician Suddenly. 

Mrs. Goelet testified in her suit that 
she was married suddenly, 12 years ago, 
in: Greene County, N. Y., to Dr. Goe- 
let, whom she had known only as her 
physician. She testfied that he “‘prac- 
tically kidnaped’ her. She said she did 
not realize what she was doing at the 
time, but she realizes now what she 
did. Dr. Goelet, she said, is much older 
than herself. 

She told of several incidents tending 
to substantiate her charges of cruelty. 
At one time, she said, Dr. Goelet hit 
her with a chair. A deposition from a 
New York woman was introduced to 
prove the chair episode. 

Mrs. Goelet said she came te Missouri 
after separating frem Dr. Goelet be- 
cause she has a brother.in St. Louis. 
She lived first in St. Joseph, then came 
to St. Louis and lived at the Jeffersen 
Hotel and at the Buckingham Annex.

Dr. Clancy by a Post-Dispatch reparter 

“I recall some of the matters of 
which Harms complains,’’ said Dr. Clan. 
cy, “‘but not all of them. Inspecto¢s 
on the floor frequently hold animal's 
for further investigation. Sometimes the 
animals are released to the packers 
and sometimes they are tanked. There 
would be nothing unusual in the release 
to the packers of six out of ll car- 
casses held by the inspectors on the 
floor. 
cases, 

“T am sure the packers themselves 
do not find any reason for believing 
that we are too lenient, for the rec- 
ords for the last month will show that 
we have condemned many hundred ani- 
mals. The rules are rigidly enforced. 

“Harms called me May 18 to look at 
some samples of meats for beef ex- 
tract that he had retained. I found ina 
this case he was working backward. 
He had retained samples of the meats 
and placed them in the coolers, but had 
permitted the packer to go aheail an: 
make the remainder of the stuff into 
beef extract. 


Should Have Held Meat. 

“When I got. there he showed me 
three or four pieces of meat that had 
some sawdust on them. He had no 
other evidence to prove his case. 3 
told him if he could show that any un- 
clean stuff had gone into the extract, 
he would be sustained to the last ditch. 
When he could preduce no other evi- 
dence I passed the product. 

“If the meat was not in’ proper con- 
dition, he should have held it and not 
permitted it to be made up. He would 
then have had the evidence upon wiliich 
to sustain his case. The rule of the 
department js that meats not consid- 
ered fit for human food are destroyed.

Tha‘ 
is not the method upon which the de- 
partment is run. 

“Harms did not complain at my de- 
cision... Many of his other charges Iam 
positive cannot be true, because such 
things would not for a moment be tol- 
erated. Dr. William H. Meadors, 
assistant, never received any complaints 
from Harms. 

“I do not know what hzs got into 
him, but I do know that the department 
is ready to be investigated any time. 


Experts on Investigation. 

“If Herms has made these charges 
to Secretary Wilson I am sure the sec- 
retary will order an investigation, for 
it takes a very little thing to bring 
men here from Washington to see what 
we are doing. They are coming all the 
time, without notice. 1 am sure the 
meat inspection at the National Stock: 
yards is second to none in the coun 
try.” 

Dr, Clancy has been In charge of the 
Bureau of Animai Industry at East St 
Louis for six years. Prior to that he 
was for many years at the Chicago 
stockyards, 

Dr, Ciancy says the packers have 
made many improvements in their 
methods of handling and curing meats 
in the past few years, and that scrupu- 
leus cleanliness is one of their first 
principles. He says he cannot under- 
stand Harms’ motives in making the 
charges. 

Dr. Clancy says that Harms wis 
diligent and pains-taking inspector, and 
that he had never made any complaint 
to him of Ineffiency in the inspection 
or meats. Harms did not notify Dr. 
Naney of his intention to resign, but 
sent his resignation direct to Washing- 
ton. He turned in his badge last Sat- 
urday and left Tuesday for Fremont, O., 
after mailing the letter to Secretary 
Wilson. 


WIRELESS TELEPHONE SYSTEM 
SUCCESSFUL AT 100 MILES 


Invention of French Naval Lieuten- 
ants Not Affected by Elec- 


tricity in Atmosphere. 


PARIS, June 10.—The official trials of 
the wireless telephone apparatus Invent- 
ed by naval lieutenants Colin and Jeance 
have just taken place at Loudon. They 
were conducted between the cruiser 
Conde and the naval arsenal at Toulon. 

The experiments were conclusive. The 
ship and the arsenal succeeded in com- 
munication at a distance of 165 kilo- 
meters (about 100 miles). 

The tests established the fact that 
telephonic transmission without wires is 
hardly influenced by the electrical phe- 
nomena of the atmosphere, which hinder 
so seriously the wireless telegraph sys- 


tems.

about the commercial value of the wa- 
terway. It is the biggest thing in the 
world, not only for the people of the 
Mississippi Valley, but for the nation. 

‘But you cannot measure its value in 
money. If it cost $100 for every dollar 
spent on the Panama Canal it would 
still be a splendid investment. To 
measure the value of that changel from 
Chicago to the Gulf in dollars would be 
like trying to place a price on the great 
lakes.’’ 

The members of the Board ef Review- 
ing Engineers were appointed by Mr. 
Taft in March, 1907, when the present 
President was Secretary of the War 
Department. The Bodrd is comprised of 
Col. Clinten B. Sears, Lieutenant-Colonel 
William H. Bixby, « Lieutenant-Colonel 
Curtis McD. Townsend, Henry B. Rich- 
ardson and Homer P. Ritter. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bixby was proba- 
bly the most active man on the board. 
He had made an examination and gur- 
vey of the river from St. Louis to 
the Gulf before he engaged in the 
latter survey. He reported the chan- 
nel as feasible in that report, which 
was reviewed by Chairman Burton of 
the Committee on Rivers and Harbors. 
Burton objected to the 14-foot channel 
and advised making it only eight feet 
deep. 

W. K. Kavanaugh, president of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep Waterway As- 
sociation, said of the report: 

“They admit that the project is feasi- 
ble. That is all we want to know. 
Whether the Government engineers do 
or do not think it would be worth the 
money will not make any @i{ference to 
the peopis 

“Several yeavs ago the Government 
ordered a survey of a 14-foot channel 
from Jeliet to St. L.ouls. Th»? engineers 
made the survey and repartel chat the 
work would cost $31,500,000, and that they 
didn’t think the expenditure would be 
wise. But what happened? IUlinois, a 
single State, appropriated $20,000,000 to be 
applied to that ;re;cct. 7 

“All the people want is to know that 
the deep waterway is practicable. The 
engineers are not commercial men. The 
people are the best judges of the value 
of developing this sction, and we've got 
to have the deep waterway, whether 
Government engineers disapprove the ex- 
penditure or not. The people are utterly 
indifferent regarding that disapproval. 
Such an attitude has characterized the 
Government engineers for years past and 
I don’t think the opinion expressed in 
this report will have any weight with 
Congress.”’ 

Walbridge Gives Opinion, 

Former Mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
an ardent advocate of the deep water- 
way, said: : 

“T think the .deep waterway well 
worth the money to the country, the en- 
gineers to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The money would be spent right here in 
our own country and stay in circula- 
tion here. It would not be like the Pan- 
ama Canal, where the money is paid out 
to people who don’t live here. 

“Ag an investment for a government 
interested in building up the commer- 
cial prosperity of the people, the deep 
waterway can not be objected to és 
an investment. Perhaps it wouldn't 
pay dividends as a strictly commercial 
rroposition by private parties, but as 
8 government investment it would pay 
big returrs 

“It doesn’t scem to me that a Soard 
of engineers was a proper body to pass 
on a commercial proposition like this. 

“The business of the engineers was to 
confine themselves to technical matters 
and not to try to decide a business 
man’s question and to say that the deep 
waterway would not be worth what it 
would cost. The business interests of 
the country will decide that.” 

Whitelaw Says eg Will Go On. 

Oscar Il. Whitelaw, U. 8. Subtreasurer 
and acting president ie the Business 
Men's League, said: 

“I am surprised that such a report 
was made.

don’t think the report of the engineers 
will affect the progress of the deep 
waterway.”’

LONDON, Juue 10.—It was learned 


positively for the first time today that 
Mary Agnes Ruiz, whose name was re- 
peatedly and conspicuously mentioned 
in connection with the divorce case of 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, killed her- 
self in her home; in Grovesnor street, 
on May 16 last. — 

There was an inquest May 19, but no 
mention of it reached the public. In- 
vestigations are in progress, which 
tend to show that the local news 
agency reporters, whose duty it was to 
report the inquest, were bribed to sup- 
press any mention of the proceed-. 
ings. 

It appears from the record of the in- 
quest that the woman had been sub- 
ject to intense melancholy, which re- 
sulted from depression, after Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s visits to her became less and 
less frequent and finally ceased. 

Alfred Vanderbilt, since the death of 
Mrs. Ruiz, of which it is assumed that 
he has been aware, has not abated the 
gayety of his life in London. His coach

Only 
a few days ago, in connection with the 
Olympia Horse Show festivities, he 
was presented to King Edward, with 
Judge William H. Moore of New York.

Mrs. Ruiz came to “Seale York after 
her separation and never seemed to 
lack for the means of luxurious, though 
quiet life. It was understood she met 
Vanderbilt through the breaking of a 
saddle girth in Central Park as he was 
passing and his offer to have his groom 
fix it. 

From the time of their acquaintance 
the estrangement began between Van- 
derbilt and his wife, Elsie French Van- 
derbilt, which culminated in divorce. If€ 
was then rumored that Mr. Vanderbilt 
and Mrs. Ruiz would marry, though his 
friends scoffed at the story. 

However, he was very attentive to 
her and when both went abroad about 
the same time last fall stories began to 
come back from London of an impend- 
ing marriage. Then came rumors of an 
estrangement, then the death of Mme. 
Ruiz three weeks ago with an accom- 
panying rumor, quickly smothered, that 
she had killed herself.

Capitalization and Bonds as 
Well as Physical Properties 
to Be Considered. 


The Public Service Commission has de- 
cided to begin at once an Investigation 
of the financial and physical affairs of 
the $20,000,000 Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., according to the statement 
of Commissioner Allison to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday.

“To that end we will in addition to 
the engineers, employ experts to go over 
the company’s books to ascertain the 
company’s capitalization, the amount of 
its stocks and bonds and the actua! 
cash value of its plants 


Will Suggest Rate Schedule. 


“In the course of our inquiry we will 
seek to ascertain what it costs to pro- 
duce electricity, what rates are now be- 
ing charged consumers and the business 
relations of the company with the pub- 
lic, 

Secretary Allison said that no decision 
had been reached by the commission 
with reference to the hearing of com- 
plaints on the part of electric light con- 
sumers as to alleged discrimination or 
overcharging in rates. 

Will Try to Learn Cost. 

From tne data obtained the Commis- 
sion will formulate a report to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly setting forth in detail 
the facts about the electric lighting sit- 
uation in St. Louis and will recommend 
a schedule of rates that from its in-

SPITE COUNCIL 


Grants Right to Lay 27 Tracks 
Across Streets and 
Avenues, 





Mayor Kreismann, disregarding the 
action of the City Council and House 
of Delegates, has issued a permit to the 
Terminal Association to lay 27 trecks 
across sections of Scoti avenue and Her- 
nard street, between Montrose and Car- 
dinal avenues. 

Bills to vacate the sections of the 
street to be occupied by the tracks were 
defeated by the last Municipal Assem- 
bly. Scott avenue and Bernard street, 
between Montrose and Cardinal ave- 
nues, have been dedicated, but pave 
never been used. 

Mr. McChesney says the permit calls 
for but eight tracks, and these are for 
temporary use, and will be abandoned 
as soon as the Municipal Assembly 
grants the Terminal Association per- 
mission to lay tracks in the Rankin 
tract, which it has under a long-term 
lease. 

The Terminal Association gave a bond 
for $5000 as a guarantee that it would 
live up to the terms of the permit and 
introduce an ordinance in the Municipal 
Assembly to obtain legitimate author- 
ity to use the streets. 


Permit From Wells, 

In 1902 the Terminal Association cb- 
tained from Mayor Wells a permit to 
lay 62 tracks across Ewing avenue, 
Montrose avenue, Atlantic street, Scott 
avenue and Bernard street, and gave 
bond that it would obtain a franchise. 
The bill to grant the association the 
right to use the streets was defeated * 
but the tracks are atill down and jin 
use. Mr. McChesney said Thursday 
that this bond is still in force to indem- 
nify the city against loss. 

Mayor 
Post-Dispatch reporter whether he had 
authority to issue a permit to lay rail- 
road tracks. He said: 

“The Mayor issues many permits 
which no doubt are open to a question 
of validity. Various exigencies require 
the Mayor to do this. In this case I felt 
that while the Municipal Assembly 
probably would grant any reasonable 
concession to the Terminal Association 
it would nevertheless take a consider- 
able ,time, and to meet the needs that 
I found were immediate and pressing, I 
gave the Terminal Association authori- 
ty to lay the tracks on certain streets, 
which are not public highways in any 
proper sense, and abutting which the 
Terminal Association owns all the prop- 
erty.

Mayor Wells in 1902, I have this to say: 
It doesn’t appear that the Terminal As- 
sociation broke faith with the city. The 
bill vacating the streets in the neigh- 
borhood was in pursuance of the agree- 
ment on which the permit was based, 
but the last Municipal Assembly de- 
feated that bill.”’ 

President McChesney of the Terminal 
Association said: ‘‘We obtained a per- 
mit from the Mayor to lay eight tracks 
across sections of Bernard street and 
Scott avenue, which are not and never 
can be used ag streets. 

‘“‘We needed more space for handling 
the summer passenger traffic. Without 
it we cannot handle the trains with fa- 
cility, and many delays will occur. At 
the next meeting of the Municipal As- 
sembly we will introduce an ordinance 
to vacate these streets. 

“The Terminal Association.owns all 
the ground surrounding these sections 
of the streets. The section of Cardinal 
avenue and Bernard street and Scott 
avenue, west of Cardinal, are now occu- 
pied by railroad tracks under authority 
of Ordinance 16,834. 

“It is our intention to use these tracks 
temporarily, and to remove them after 
we get permission to utilize the Ranken 
tract. 

“The tracks laid under the permit 
granted by Mayor Wells are still in use.” 
We kept faith with the city by introduc- 
ing an ordinance authorizing their vaca- 
tion in the Municipal Assembly, but it 
was defeated. Our bond guaranteeing ' 
our faithful compliance with the terms 
of the permit is still in force. 

Other Cases Cited. 

Discussing the Mayor’s grant to the 
Termina! Association, City Hal! officials 
Thursday cited the case of Lockwood | 
und others against the Wabash, wherel: | 
the Supreme Court held to be invalid | 
“a permit from the Mayor to construct 
and operate a railroad through the 
Streets of St. Louis, as the charter vests 
exc'usive authority to grant such priv- 
lleges in the Mayor and Assembly, to be , 
exercised by ordinarce.” | 

Further, the Supreme Court held in the 
Lockwood case thal a city could not 
authorize the construction and operation 
of a railroad through a street so narrow 
that such usc woulc necessarily destroy 
it as a public way, and deprive abutting 
property owners of access to their prop- 
erty. 

It was held that a city could not cre- 
ate a nuisance in its streets or devot: 
them or any part of them to a purpos: 
inconsistent with the rights of abutting 
property owners. 

Judge Gantt rendered the decision 
which was concurred in by the other 
judges in Division No. 2. 

The case was appealed to the Suprem. 
Court from the St. Louls Circuit Cour 
and was based on the action of Mayo: 
Noonan, who, May 21, 1891, issued a pei 
mit to the Wabash road, authorizing t):.

SISTER SHEDS TEARS 





Governors of Many States 
Sent Messages of Congratu- 
lation to Aviators. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 10.—Wiibur: and 
Orville Wright, conquerors of the afr, 
were forn'ally honored for their achieve- 
nents today when President Taft, stand- 
ing before 1000 guests who ead been 
bidden to the White House, presented 
the brothers with gold medals, the gift 
of the Aero Club of America. At the 
same time the President thanked the 
aeronauts in the name of the people of 

the entire country. 

One of the witnesses of the impressive 
little ceremony was Miss Katherine 
Wright, who worked as a schoolma’am, 
and gave the savings of years to her 
brothers that they might continue their 
experiments with aeroplanes. 

There. was a suspicion of tears in the 
eyes of Miss Wright, as she saw her 
two stalwart brothers so signally hon- 
ored this afternoon, but they were tears 
of happiness. 


Governors Compliment Aviators. 
It was the first formal public recog- 


nition the Wrights had received since 
their recent return from Europe, where 
Kings and Emperors did them honor. 

The Aero Club wished to make the 
event of national interest, and so asked 
the newspapers throughout the country 
to publish editorial comment today on 
the success of the Onioans in achieving 
what othe: men had sought to accom- 
plish for 4000 years. 

Ar interesting gift to the Wrights 
which accompanied the medals, was a 
bound volume of letters and comments 
on their mastery of the air, written 
by governors of various states and by 
leading scientists. 


Honored by Home 
Gey. Harmon of Ohio. the! — State 


of the Wrights, asserts in his letter that 
the people of Ohio take a special pride 
in Wilbur and Orville Wright, because 
they have shown that Ohio can win 
distinction in other ways than the fur- 
nishing of distinguished men for public 
life in the State and nation. 

“I congratulate the Wright brothers 
and the Aero Club on the splendid prog- 
ress which has been made in aeronaut- 
ics,’’ is the sentiment expressed by 
Gov. Stubbs of Kansas. “In their re- 
cent sojourn in Europe these enterpris- 
ing young men have reflected great 
credit, net only upon themselves but up- 
on their country.’’

It may be that the defendant tn this 
case is guilty of the offense charged 
in the indictment, but if we are 
longer to be guided by the well-set- 
tled rules as applicable to the admin- 
istration of the criminal laws of this 
State, he cannot be convicted except 
upen substantial evidence establish- 
ing every vital and essential of the 
offense with which he is charged. 

The only testimony upon the ques- 
tion as to where the defendant ob- 
tained this money was introduced by 
the State, which affirmatively shows 
that he did not receive it from either 
Warner or Priesmeyer. As to his 
knowledge or information as te any 
corrupt agreement between Warner, 
Priesmeyer and Ascher and the re- 
ceipt of this money as a bribe, there 
is not the slightest evidence to prove 
such fact. The State has wholly 
failed te establish some of the essen- 
tial elements constituting such of- 
fense. 

The decision also stated that Naugh- 
ton’s plea in abatement that he had 
been compelled to testify before the 
grand jury in the bribery matter should 
have been allowed by the lower court 
and the indictment quashed before trial. 

If the Naughton case is dropped it will 
mean that he is the fourth and last of 
the men indicted in the Ascher garage 
bribery case to escape a prison term. 
Delegate Fred W. Priesmeyer was ac- 
quitted by a jury. Delegate Ferd Warn- 
er was freed by the Supreme Court be- 
cause the word ‘the’ was omitted from 
his indictment. William R. Coyne, con- 
victed in the lower court, was freed by 
the Supreme Ceurt. 


PROBABLY. WILL 
BF ABANDONED 


Jones Expects Nothing in 
Court Decision to Warrant 
Further Action. 


The prosecution of Danny Naughton 
will be dropped by Circuit Attorney 
Jones unless, when he receives the full 
text of the Supreme Court decision, he 
finds something in it which will open 
@ way for further action. He said 
Thursday he did not think that was 
likely. 

“IT have no new evidence,” he said, 
“and, as far as I can see from newspa-~- 
per accounts of the decision, it will be 
impossible to proceed any further with 
the case.’’ 


Judge Fox’s Decision. 

Judge Fox, who wrote the decision of 
the Supreme Court, said in that docu- 
ment: 

Before Naughton can be convicted 
of being accessory to the crime of 
bribery, as charged in the indict- 
ment, it must be shown, at least by 
some sort of substantial proof, that 
he had some knowledge of the un- 
lawful and corrupt agreement be- 
tween Warner, Priesmeyer and 
Ascher. As to any proof of this fact 
the record is as barren .as is the 
Desert of Sahara barren of plants 
and trees. 

Grant it that Naughton received 
$500 from Priesmeyer or Warner, or 
either of them, does this fact, with- 
out additional proof, authorize the in- 
dulgence of the presumption and in- 
ference that he had knowledge or in-

Once, when asked how to live long 
and happily, he replied: 

Choose your occupation, so far as 
you are able, so that you may live 
in the open air. 

Speak every day with’ someone 
whom you know to be your superior. 

Always touch elbows with the rank 
and file. 

All other things being equal, it is 
better to work on the side of order 
than of disorder. 

To all of these things, and to the 
fact that I sleep 10 hours out of 24, 
with a short nap every day when 
people give me a chance, I ascribe 
my long and happy life. 

Proud of His Ministry. 

Besides his great labors as a pastor 
and philanthropist, Dr. Hale did a tre- 
mendous amount of writing. His books, 
lectures, pamphiets and monographs 
number more than 100. He always spoke 
modestly of his literary work. He pre- 
ferred to be known first of all as a 
minister and said cften that he hoped, 
after he was gone, that people ,who re- 
membered him would think of him that 
Way. 

The wonderful old man was appointed 
Chaplain of the Senate in 1893. He lived 
to be the oldest man who was a part of 
that body, but to the very last, when 
the feebleness of years compelled him 
to leave the Senate Chamber he retained 
the full brilliance of his intellect, and he 
took pride in calling himself ‘“‘the 
youngest old man in the country.” 

He was a great favorite at Washing- 
ton and distinguished men delighted in 
doing him honor. He “cronied’’ with 
several elder members of the Senate and 
they could be seen frequently in lively 
conversation on some of the big leather- 
covered settees. 

His services to the cause ef universa! 
peace inspired the Czar of Russia to 
write him a personal letter of thanks 
and commendation. 


Death Surprises Boston 
Dr. Hale was to nave delivered the in- 


vecation ut the unveiling of the Long- 
fellow statue, but was too feeble. He 
left Washington several days before 
the ceremony, never. to return, But a 
week ago he was able to be present 
at the ninetieth birthday celebration 
of Julia Ward Howe, who had been a 
co-laborer with him in many philan- 
thropic and reform undertakings. He 
gave up the pastorate of the South 
Congregational Church ef Boston sev- 
eral years ago. 

Few people in Boston knew that he 
was ill, and his death, at 3 a. m. to- 
day, shocked the city. Even the family 
Was taken almost unawares, for the 
venerable, white-haired minister was 
not confined to his bed at any time, 
and sat in his arm-chair, as usual, yes- 
terday. 

At his bedside when he died, were 
his aged wife, his son, Philip L. Hale, 
his daugater, Eilen, and the family phy- 
sician.

“Yellow Kid,” Fearing Gang, 
Also Had Policy Issued on 
Life of His Wife. 





‘WRIGHT TO_ TESTIFY 


He Declares Kane Was in the 
Four Courts Two Weeks 
Ago Bent on Murder. 


Mrs. Marie Mohrie, widow of the 
“Yellow Kid,” said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that her husband was 
murdered because one or more of 

“Egan's Rats’’ feared prosecution for 
perjury, as the result of testimony 
given against Mohrle at the inquest into 
fam Young's death at Mohrie’s hands. 

Mohrie, she said, could have saved his 
life by taking a penitentiary term for 
killing Sam Young, and not resisting 
the testimony of the “‘rats’’ against him. 
He was slain, she declared, because the 
“rats’’ feared he would convict some 
of their number of perjury, and be- 
cause the “‘rats’’ think murder an, easier 
charge to ‘‘beat’’ than perjury. 

“We had begun to think they were 

+ going to let the matter go,"’ she said. 
“They figured that Sam. Young was 

dead anyway, and they might as well 
keep out of any more trouble. But they 
meant to send my husband to prison, 
and he knew that the witnesses against 
him had framed up a story that might 
send him up. They told it at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest, and he expected to find 
that they told it to the grand jury that 
indicted him. 

Feared Term in Prison. 

“So my husband made it known that 
he had witnesses to prove he killed 
Young in seif-defense, and that if they 
tried to railroad him to the pen, he 
would get them for perjury. 

“They didn’t like the idea of going 
up for perjury, and they figured, I 
guess, that they could beat a murder 
case easier than a perjury case. Were 
they right? Well, look at the number 
of murders they have got away with-—- 
more than a dozen, and no one pun- 
ished. 

“So they decided that my husband 
must be killed. 

“The gang has tried to intimidate 
every one of my husband’s witnesses. 
One of them beat Earl Hanna with a 
revolver so badly that he ts in the City 
Hospital now. That same night five of) 
them followed Wright, and he fired at 
one of them and hit a bystander.”’ 
Mohrie Insured His Life, 

Mrs. Mohrle said her husband, two 
weeks before his death, took eut a life 
insurance policy for himself, and one for 
her as well. He feared, she said, that} 
“Egan's Rats” would kill not only him 
but her. 

“Some of our friends asked him what 
he wanted to insure my life for,’ said 
Mrs. Mohrie, in discussing the insur- 
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they would me,’ he said, ‘but thev 
would get her into an alley and choke 
her t> death.’ ”’ , 

William Wright, co-defendant with 
Mohrle in the Young murder case, told 
another Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day that Thomas Kane dogged Mohrle 
two weeks before killing him, and stood 
with his hand on his pocket in Judge 
Fisher’s courtroom May 2, when 
Mohrle and Wright entered. 

The statements of Mrs. Mohrle and 
Wright are expected to form part of 
the State’s rebuttal to Kane’s expected 
plea of self-defense. Kane, as told in 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, is ex- 
pected to plead that he thought Mohrle 
was drawing a weapon when he saw 
Mohrle reagh to his pocket, either for 
a handkerchief or for the ‘“‘makings’’ 
of a cigarette. 

Wright’s trial has now been continued 
until June 21,-and will be continued as 
much longer as is necessary to use him 
as a witness against Kane. 

For safekeeping, Wright has been 
piaced in cell 55 of the City Jail, in 
what: wag fermerly the women’s séc- 
tion, and @ now used as the solitary 
oenfinement division. Jailer Wolf 
thought it unsafe to leave him where 
he would be near Kane. 


Wright Calls Kane Coward. 
When Kane passed his cell during the 
éxercise hour Thursday, wright shout- 
ed tauntingly, “There goes the dirty 
coward.” Kane looked up with a sour 
smile and passed on. 

Wright, more talkative than is the 
wont among the “gang’’ feudists, re- 
peated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday the substance of the state- 
ment which he has made to Circuit At- 


torney Jones.

* *You dirty rat!’ said he, ‘you'll nev- 
er show up in court for your trial.’ 

“We went on into the courtroom, 
and Mohrle pointed out a man who was 
standing up on the riatform in the rear, 
watching us, and who had his hand 
on his hip pocket. 

‘*That’s Egan,’ said Mohrle to me. 
I kept my eye on him, and when we 
started out of the courtroom, I looked 





him right in the eye and kept looking at 
him After I passed him I turned 
around and watched him, and finally he 
turned his head away. I believe now 
that he was there to kill one or both 
of us, and that I bluffed him by star- 
ing at him. 

“The man who threatened me in the 
hallway was the same man who ap- 
peared at the Young inquest, where [I 
was a witness, and sat near me. As- 
sistant City Attorney Levy sat by him, 
and the two-—this young fellow and 
Levy—swore at me under their breaths. 

“T appealed to Capt. Schoppe, and he 
looked at this fellow and sized him up. 
The young fellow and Levy moved 
their chairs away. I do not know the 
name of this young fellow, but Capt. 
Schoppe must know him, by description 
if not by name, and I think Levy must 
know him. 

“Attorney Levy was in Police Court 
when-] was called up there the other 
day for shooting a man’ accidentally 
when some of the gang were after me. 
He cursed me and told me not to look 
at him,-~although I had not been looking 
at him. 

‘The young man who threatened me 
is about 25 years eld, 5 feet 9, smooth 
shaven, with fair complexion, good 
looking, and wears geod, dark clothes. 

‘When we went into court Monday, 
just before Mohrle was shot, Mohrie 
came up to me and said: ‘Have you 
got a gun?’ I said I hadn’t, and he 





said, ‘I'm going to frisk you,’ and he 
searched me and found I had no gun. 
Then he said, ‘That’s right, we'd bet- 
ter not carry our cannons any more. I 
guess those fellows have just been four- 
flushing, and I don’t think now they're 
going to try to kill us.’ 
Mohrle Had Only One Weapon, 

“T didn’t know then whether Mohrle 
had his gun with him er not. Since 
then I have been told that he leit it at 
soe Schuler’s. The only gun he had 
was a 38caliber, with long blue steel 
barrel.”’ 

The police are looking for the man 
who accompanic” Mohrle when he de- 
posited his revo. y at Schuler’s, short- 
ly before the tragedy Monday morning. 
Mohrle’s companion left his revolver, 
and just after the shooting he rushed in 
and asked Gus Buechler, the bartender, 
for both weapons. 

“There’s been trouble,’ he explained, 
“and I want the guns quick.”’ 

They were handed to him without 
further explanation, and he has not 
been seen by the bartender since. The 
bartender has been unable to describe 
him beyend saying that he was a young 
man and wore dark clothing. 

Alfred Nielsen, the milk route super- 
itendent whom William Wright shot, 
while terrified by the fear of death at 
the hands of the “gang’’ feudists, is 
still in a serious condition. Wright de- 
clares that the fear which caused him 
to fire wildly was not an idle one, al- 
though the man wounded was an inno- 
cent passer-by. He says not less than 
five membérs of the gang were pursu- 
ing him at the time. 

H. M. Horstmeier, a clerk in thé Re- 
corder of Deeds’ office, who .has been 
quoted as saying that he knew that 
Mohrle never smoked cigarettes, says 
he was misquoted. He says that he 
never knew the “Yellow Kid’ well 
enough to know whether or not he 
smoked cigarettes. 


Sixteen Murders Charged to “Rats,” 


According to 

“Egan's Rats” are to be “vagged.” 
Chief of Police Creecy has decided that 
if the State vagrancy law is sufficient 
to’ send a hobo to the Workhouse for 
no greater offense than sleeping in a 
box car, it is sufficient te give the 
State a hold en the members of mur- 
derous gangs, who infest the streets, 
picking quarrels with each other and 
shooting unoffending passers-by. 

By using the vagrancy law vigorous- 
ly and constantly, the Chief of Police 
hopes to break up the ‘Rats’ as the 
“Bottoms Gang” was lately broken up. 

Capt. Schoppe, in whose district the 
“Rats” are most active, has agreed 
with the Chief on the use of the vag- 
rancy law, and will instruct patrolmen 
to arrest the ‘“‘Rats’’ whenever two or 
more of them are seen ‘on the street 
together. They will then be prosecuted 
in the Court of Criminal Correctien. 

Efforts to hold the “Rats” for idling, 
under the city stctute, will not be con- 
tinued, since Judge Tracy Wednesday 


| discharged 27 men charged with idling. 


The State vagrancy law applies to 
persons ‘“‘found loitering around places 
where liquors are sold or drank,’’ and 
provides that those convicted shall be 
imprisoned in jail not less than 20 days 
or fined not less than $20, or shall be 
both fined and imprisoned. 

Tom Egan, from whom “Egan’s Rats’ 
take the first part of their name, has a 
police record of 15 arrests, two Work- 
house terms for larceny and two trials 
for murder, both resulting in acquit- 
tals. His saloon at Broadway and Carr 
street is the headquarters of his fol- 
lowers. 

Their name, policemen say, was be- 
stowed by common consent of the police 
and orderly residents of their neigh- 
borhood, because of their furtive ways 
and their seeming fondness for darkness 
and alleys. 

Like the Indians—Ameryican or But- 
ler—‘‘Egan’s Rats’ suffer the misfor- 
tune of having their history told by 
their enemics. This is because they will 
not tell it themselves. Their historians 
are the police. 

According to policemen, “Egan's 
Rats” became a political factor about 
the time that Tom Kinney branched 
out into city politics from his saloon 
behind the old Ashley Buildings, at Sec- 
ond and Carr streets. 

Kinney asked the political bosses to 
let him run for the House of Delegates 
and they told him that if he could de- 
liver the goods there would be no ob- 
jection on their part to his representing 
the Fourth Ward in the House of Dele- 
gates. 

Kinnes Needed the “Rats.” 

In order to. deliver the goods Kinney 

concluded he needed the support of the

the right of suffrage before he attains 
his majority. The ‘‘Rats’’ voted before 
they had fuzz on their upper lips, but 
what did they care for the Constitution 
of the United States? They were revo- 
lutionists in a quiet way. 

Kinney had to deliver the goods. The 
Fourth Ward had to roll up a big ma- 
jority for the party. They didn’t care 
for the big majority or the party, .but 
they did care for Kinney.

There was only one thing they never 
asked the powers to do for them, and 
that was to settle little differences 
which now and then crept into their 
ranks.

He was marked 
and at the first Opportunity “put off 
watch.” Then the police would assert 
their authority by arresting members 
of the gang. The prisoners would refuse 
to talk to policemen, and after a vain 
effort to find the murderer the police 
would give up and the gang would be 
released. 

After Tom Kinney’s political career 
had been well launched, Mike Kinney, 
a younger brother, set out after honors. 
He wanted to be a constable. “Egan's 
Rats” fulfilled his desire ana tn recogni- 
tion of their services Mike made ““Tom- 
my” Egan a deputy.

MRS, MOHRLE DISMISSED ON

Mortimer Levy, assistant city attor- 
ney, was interrupted Thursday in the

Wright and Mrs. Mohrle both declared 
Levy was a friend of Sam Young, 
whom Mohrle killed.

THE HOSPITAL BILL. 

Strong objections have been made to the visit- 
ing staff plan of conducting the Insane Asylum, 
on the ground that a visiting staff cannot give the 
insane the study and attention necessary to ef- 
fective psychic treatment. Nor can the asylum 
patients be given the benefit of wisely selected 
and directed labor when the business manage- 
ment is in the hands of an independent superin- 
tendent. The best medical authorities agree that 
the insane should be uwder the treatment of ex- 
perts who have the opportunity of daily contact, 
observation and direction and the power to put 
their conclusions into cperation. 

Yet we are informed that the bill introduced in 
the Council and the House creating a hospital 
commissioner and inst‘tuting the method of staff 
supervision of hospitals is to be rushed through 
the Municipal Assembly without a pubiic hear- 
ing. 

Other objections against this measure, which 
makes a sweeping change in hospital manage- 
ment, may be urged. 

The medical and business management of the 
hospitals are wholly civorced. The business con- 
trol is to be in the hands of superintendents, who 
are independent of the medical authorities. We 
shal] have the political spoilsman on one side of 
the management and the medical staff on the 
other. 

The resident physicians will receive only $1000 
and the assistants but $300 a year—pittances 
which will assure the services of none but raw re- 
cruits. 

An important measure of this kind should be 
carefully studied and, if adopted, framed in the 
light of the wisest counsel. 

Moreover, the: Board of Frecholders is now 
constructing a new charter, in which, probably, a 
complete system of hospital and sanitary man- 
agement will be provided for. Why railroad 
through a measure revolutionizing the hospital 
management on the eve of the adoption of a 
new charter? 

If the system is to be changed let it be done 
carefully, wisely, beneficially, at every point, after 
thorough consideration. 

A photograph of this year’s graduating class at 
Vassar shows that four-fifths of the members 
wear “rats” in their hair.

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ST. LOUIS-MADE GOODS. 

For one week in August, St. Louis shoppers 
will be urged to buy goods made in St. Louis. 
The dry goods interests are back of the project, 
which has been commended as a move to make 
patridtism practical. As a means of demonstrat- 
ing the great variety of the city’s manufacturing 
interests, the plan has merit. It will be benefi- 
cial generally and add stimulation to civic pride 
to show in concrete iorm how vast is the in- 
dustrial scope of the city. 

But if the purpose is tq narrow the choice of 
wares and bring to our manufacturers a support 
not won by merit, the plan would better be 
dropped as unwise interference with economic 
laws. St. Louis concerns do not produce commod- 
ities for St. Lonis, but for the nation. Other cit- 
ies do the same. In the vast system of inter- 
change of commodities and division of products 
selfishness neither has nor deserves a place. The 
buying public buys without regard to the place 
of production, which isa most fortunate thing for 
St. Louis. Any attempt to change this whole- 
some rule would create jealousies and dissensions 
and it is not impossibl: that the suggester of any 
new plan would be the greatest sufferer. 

We are proud that &t. Louis shoe manufactur- 
ers have invaded Massachusetts, and we should 
be as glad that Massachusetts shoemakers sell 
goods in St. Louis. It is satisfactory to know 
that wherever St. Louis products 7o, they go 
on their merits. This should be as true at home 
as in Syria or Mississippi. But it will be inter- 
esting to have a demonstration of what St. Louis 
produces.

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MARY GARDEN’S MISTAKES. 

Everybody will be glad that Miss Mary Gar- 
den is not losing her sight and that the hair dye, 
if used at all, was used discreetly.

Miss Garden is too forward. The profession 
has ethics. Press agents have rights. Precedent 
says she should have entered the dark room 
mentioned. She should have suffered in daily 
bulletins. A French eye specialist should have 
performed a marvelous operation and perfected 
a miraculous cure. She should have become 
engaged to the physician in one cablegram and 
broken it off in another.

Two Suspects Being Trailed in| 
Springfield, O., Follow- 
ing Raids. 


ARRESTED 
Merchant Says He Didn’t Do 
Big Business for Fear of 

Blackmail. 


THIRTEEN 


COLUMBUS, O., June 1.—With ac- 
tivity in the roundup by Federal au- 
thorities of Italian extortionists in 
Chio extending to all parts of the State, 
Springfield, O., early today was drawn 
into the investigation. 

After an all-night conference between 
Postal Oldfield, Post- 
master Krumm and_ Secret Service 
agents, who made a careful examina- 
tion of mysterious letters taken from 
the trunks of Sam Lima at Marion, it 


was determined to send inspectors. to 
Springfield. Inspectors Pate and Hors- 
ford took an early morning train with 
instructions to run down two Italians 
whose names were learned by a perusal 
of the alleged black hand correspond- 
ence taken in the Marion raid. 

The greatest effort of the inspectors 
ie now being devoted to investigation 
of the movements of Charles Viccarrio, 
who was seized in Bellefontaine yester- 
day and held as a suspect in connection 
with the assassination of Joseph Petro- 
sini, the New York detective. 

One of the letters: found in the Black 
Hand raids of the last few days con- 
tained a reference to Petrosini. It is 
learned that Viccarrio left this country 
last spring and was in Sicily at the time 
the police nemesis of the secret organ- 
ization was slain in the streets of Pa- 


lermo.

Discoveries Expected. 


It is believed that further perusal of 
the stacks of mail from Marion will re- 
veal the identity of other agents who 
thus far are unknown to authorities. 
Already 13 have been arrested, but four 
of these have been released. Five have 
been served with Federal - warrants, 
Lima, Rizzo and Batagliia of Marion and 
Ventola of Columbus, arrested here last 
night. All are charged with fraudulent- 
ly attempting to extort money from 
John Amicon of Columbus. 

Augustine Marfisi, arrested Wednes- 
day at Dennison, after a revolver duel 
with the authorities, is also charged 
with the same offense. He will be taken 
to Canton today for arraignment before 
United States Commissioner Whiting. 
Marfisi returned from Italy about two 
months ago. He is said to be the agent 
of the Lima blackmailers who relayed 
the letters from the Marion headquar- 
ters demanding money from John Ami- 
con. 


Murdered in Italy. 


Before he left Dennison six months 
ago Marfisi had been preceded to Italy 
by Barney Bonetti,‘ a Dennison fruit 
dealer, who sold his store there at a 
sacrifice and fled to escape Black Hand 
vengeance. Boneti was murdered not 
long after his arrival in Italy. Soon 
afterwards Marfisi, who was in Italy 
at the time of the murder, returned to 
America. 

It became known today that Charles 
Storaci, an Italian business competitor 
of Lima’s at Marion, O., had received 
recently several threatening letters or- 
dering him to leave town at once. A 
respected Italian in Marion said today 
that he and others of his race were 
actually afraid to make as much money 
as they could, because of fear of the 
blackmaltilers and murderous bands.

President Taft will refuse to be dictated 
to by Aldrich. The issue is rapidly and 
clearly férming in Washington. 

Another thing which Mr. Taft is put- 
ting squarely up to the Senate leaders 
is the matter of revenues. All admit 
that there would be deficits under the 
Senate tariff measure. The President 
firmly opposes bond issues to meet these 
deficits. 

Tariff-Making Demoralized, 

The knowledge that the President is to 
take immovable stands on these two 
questions has completely demoralized 
tariff-making in the Senate, although 
Aldrich is to all outward appearances 
continuing his program. 

The certainty is that President Taft 
has considered the full seriousness of 
the firm stand he is about to take and 
to the gravity of the situation. 

When Senator Aldrich went to the 
White House yesterday to talk over the 
income tax amendment, he told Presi- 
dent Taft that a crisis was at hand. 
Under an agreement made two weeks 
ago the income tax feature comes up 
today for action. Aldrich told the Pres- 
ident the vote was so close that it was 
dangerous to risk a roll call.
